In response to your verbal request ve are pleased to give you 
below our proposal for supplying bank notes for the Greenland Administra- 
tion. 


For 100,000 bank notes of 5, Kroner, of an overall size of ap- 
proximately 131 x 84 millimeters; priuted fron steel engraved plates;with 
one steel printing on the face and one on the back, in accordance with models 
we shall be pleased to prepare, with the Arms of Denmark as already engraved 
by us, on the face, and an ornamental back; the notes to be numbered one on 
the face, signed, or unsigned; printed on our standard bank note paper with 
scattered planchettes, of the highest quality obtainable at the time of manu- 
facture, and properly packed for export, our price 1. . 3900. 00. 
For double the quantity, or 200,000 notes as above, our ptice is..$ 4,775.00. 
The above prices are in United States Currency, F. O. B. New York. 


In the event that the bank notes are to have on the face the hand 
steel engraved vignette of His Majesty, King Christian X on horseback, with 
the coat of arms , or ornamental design, on the back of the notes, please add 
the sum of $2,000.00 U. S. Currency to the above prices. 


Our terms of payment would be through an irrevocable letter of 
credit opened with a United States bank in this city, and providing for pay- 
ment to us upon presentation of our invoices and certificate of manufacture,- 
the letter of credit to include an additional amount sufficient to cover shipping 
and insurance expenses if the shipment is to be effected by us. 


It is understood and agreed that the engravings from which these 
notes would be printed shall always remain in the custody of the American Bank 
Note Company or they shall be destroyed in our premises upon official instruc- 
tions. i 


This proposal is made with the understanding that our performance 
must necessarily be subject to all preventions, delays or cessations resulting 
from causes beyond our control.

Upon receipt of your instructions, and without obligation on 
your part,we shall be pleased to prepare a model for approval but we 
first beg you to inform us which general design is decided upon and 
advise us how many signatures the notes are to have and whether these 
signatures are to be printed by us. In the latter case please supply 
us with six facsimile signatures of each signer, together with his name 
and title, advising us whether the title is to appear on the note. 


For your information we wish to explain that our special plan- 
chette paper is especially made for us by the same paper mill which makes 
the paper for the United States notes, and contains small colored disks 
which we call “planchettes" and which are embodied in the paper at the time 
of manufacture. 


We would consider it a great honor to be entrusted with the pre- 
paration of notes for the Greenland Administration and we assure you of 
complete satisfaction.
